Thi* able and iatarashng Report has 
already received notice in thcBci columns; 
and yet there arc still somo of ita salient 
_ points which have not been touched, or 
touohod more lightly than befits their 
importanoo. According to the Koi)ort, of 
all the passes through the main chain of 
he Eocky Mountains, between the Inter 
nVlonal boundai^ andthe 53 « parallel of 
latitude, Yellow Head Pass is the most 
faTorablo.:< . appirotwhes to it from 
bath.Mdea,areof iQOh. a .qhsraotoru to 
:^a*^er 'the. oonsbao^ion' of a 'mltray 
aoroH the l^aok-bone of (/he cootinent far 
lewocUfflwltthaa was previously imag- 
. :rin«d. -It ia quite trne that several passes 
have been discovered north of the 53 ° 
parallel, some of which are lower than 
the Yellow Head Pass. But the question 
of crossing the main chain of the Eocky 
Mountains is no longer understood to 
constitute the engineering crux of the 
enterprise. That is now known to lie i> 
piercing the Cascade chain and desoond 
ing from the elevated plateau, in the 
heart of British Columbia, to the lovol of 
the ocean. This groat plateau actually 
» stands ata higher general altitude than 
' Iteilow Head Pass. So that,if the Booky 
llonntains were crossed at some low^r 
point, it would not obviate the necessity 
of ascending to the level of the great cen- 
,tral plateau, or remove the greater difH- 
.•• bnltios of deeending by every known 
opening through the Cascade chain to the 
ocean level. For many roasons (here we 
quote) it is desirable to reach the Pacific 
Coast, at some eligible harbour south of 
the 53® parallel. If this can bo accom- 
plished by a favorable route frem Yellovr 
-Head Pass, to take it by a pass in a more 
northerly latitude would only lengthen 
the railway, ,ifithoat gaining any oompen- 
sating ad^n'tagei. If, oalha other hand, 
it be^^nnd^ impi^oUcablis to reach the sea 
. ".-board sonw of the 53 ° parallel, at any 
' Treasonable outlay, the importance of the 
' passes known to exist north of the Yellow 
Head will be enhanced. It is doubtful, 
however, if the northern passes possess 
any advantages over the Yellow Head 
Pass, unless there bo discovered, north of 
the 53® parallel, a more satisfactory 
outlet through to the Cascade Monntains 
to the coast than any yet known. So 
mnoh for the general question of ronta, 
<and from which it cannot but be gratify- 
ing to the great bulk of onr readers to 
obsemre thfifthe idea 'of seeking an out- 
''■"let on the Faoiflo north of Tanoonve* 
Iiland finds little favonr with the En- 
^ '^Igineer-in-Chief, is in fact, only thought 
of as a dernier resort. Turn we now for 
a little to those portions of the Report 
bearing towards a more detlnite and prac- 
tical issue. As the reader must be aware, 
so far as already known, route No 4., or 
that commonly known as the Bute Inlet 
route, appears to present the conditions 
most favorable to railway construction . 
The great dilllculties of this line, says the 
Report, are undoubtedly met with bo- 
:t«eea tide-waterand the head of the great 
oanyoB;the ascent on this seotion is 2,285 
. feet in ai miles, of which 1,660 feet 
would have to be overoomein 16 miles. 
But although placing it foremost in the as- 
certained practicable routes, it is evident 
that the Engineor-in-Chief cannot be 
charged with being blindly wedded to 
the Bute Inlet route. We find him, for 
instance, recommending that the greatest 
poiisible energy should bo brought to 
bear on the work of exploration in British 
Colambla.in order, if possible, to discover 
a line which would prove the shortest and 
least expensive, which would best sub- 
;cerTe.,the interests of the country and lead 
to the most eligible harbonr on the Pa 
oifio Ooastjand, again, he says there are 
Teaaonable grounds for the belief that the 
ffitplorations in progress in British Col- 
umbia will result in the discovery of a 
line which, taking everything into con- 
sideration, will be mora eligible than any 
yet surveyed. It may be remarked here 
that the energy thus rooommonded by the 
Engineor-in-Chiof is now being oipond- 
cd, and that tlio oxprosaed expoctationa 
as to roHultsseom to ooDstitute a reason- 
able justification of the position taken by 
the Canadian Premier in regard to the 
inadyisability of oommencing railway 
' oonstrnction on the Mainland until the 
exploratoi^ surreys now going oa shall 
haTO been completed. Looking at the 
* ^rger question of the entire route from 
Ottatra to— shall we say Victoria?— well, 
the Pacific Ooaiit, enough has alroody 
been ascertained to warrant the assertion 
that the Canadian Pacific liailway will 
have as favorable gradients and can be 
built and operated ns cheaply as the 
average railways o£ Canada or of the Unit- 
ed States; and that, in these respects, as 
well as in point of distance and altitude, 
it will possess very decided advantages 
over any of the American transoontinon- 
tal linos either in operation or in process 
of construction. This broad assertion 
finds juatifioation in the ralaable Report, 
diagraios, and isppettdioes before us. It 
isalmost literally-aet forth in the conclu- 
ding paragraph of Mr. Fleming's Report 
proper, when ho usaorta "That the practi- 
cability of establishing Railway commu- 
nication aoroBS the Continent, wholly 
within the limits of the Dominion, is no 
longer a matter of doubt. It may indeed 
now be aooopted as a certainty that a 



route has been found gfaherally possoss- 
iug favorable enfiineering features, with 
the exception of a short, section approach- 
ing the Pacific Coast; which route, taking 
its entire length, including ihe exceptional 
section alluded to, will on the average 
show lighter:work and will require leas 
costly structures tiian have been necess- 
ary o^ many of the ISailways now in op- 
eration in tha Dominion!"

Chicaoo, July 14. — 9:15 p. m. — The 
fire started about 4:50 o'clock on Fourth 
Avenue, nearTwofth stroet,in South Chi- 
cago. It ran north-oast and north through 
Fourth Avenue, Third Avenuo State and 
two blocks on Wabash Avenuo, and a 
largo number of houses on the oaatern 
portion of the street corner of Harrison. 
It took tho post office and several of the 
chnrobes and a large number of blooks in 
its course. 

Later— 10:30 p. m.— Tho fight with tho 
ilre is now between Michigan and State 
streets and Harrison, Van Buren and 
Merchant streets, and still continues 
moving far down in the business contra. 
The last building to suocumb is the St. 
JamSB Hotel which has just commenced 
to burn. Many of the fliiest buildings in 
that part of the city have been totally de- 
stroyed. 

The fire broke out in a paint manufac- 
turing shop on the corner of Twelfth and 
Olark atreots, where workmen were mak- 
ing material which exploded and caused 
aoeuilagration. On the south the fire 
reached nearly to Jackson street and with- 
in a block of Palmer Houso. St. James 
Hotel is the last houso burned on State 
street. Tho damage in the removal of the 
goods and furniture is in all probability 
as great as the actual loss of bnildings 
and property destroyed, for it takes but 
amodarate sized fire nowadays to set the 
Chioago people clearing out their goods 
and chatties, and every store along Wa- 
bash Avenuo and State street, and as far 
north as Mnnroe, was removing its goods, 
or most valuable part thereof to a plac* 
of safety; and tho dwelling houses in the 
apparent line of tho fire were not slow in 
following the same instincts of self-pre- 
servation by the removal of everything 
from cellar to garret, and tho doBtruction 
entailed by this speedy exodus will never 
appear among tho losses sustained by the 
insuranoa companies. Hundreds and 
hundreds of families have lost their all, 
and have been rendered hoaseless and 
homeless.

ber of laborers in connection in tho dis- 
trict is 3,000, A large iiuraberof laborers 
in this district have joined the Union 
since this look-out commenced. Mr.Chal- 
lis, tho Secretary for this district,^BayB 
that there is no truth in tbo s^teuent 
that sixty men had given up their oarda 
rather than bo lockod-ont. Since Novem- 
ber last no fewer than 290 have emigrated 
from that district.
